after cutworms nnd slugs with poleon bait, says today's bulletin from 
tho National Emergency Food Garden Comlssion, which ti cooncrat- 
Inlng with The Courloi to encourdgo win"garden planting.' 


The best poison bait It that made with Paris green or powdered 


white arsenic. Paris green, however, now being prohibitive in price, 
whlto arsenic Is the best worm poison to use this year. Tbo formula 
for It la as follows: 


Two pounds of wheat bran, two or thi oe ounces of powdered white 


arsenic, two or thruo ouncoB of cheap syrup, one lemon or one orange 
chopped line, and water enough to mako a thick mush. 


The binn and poison should be first mixed togethei. Then di- 


lute the syrup with a little water. Pour tho syrup solution over tho 
bran and arsenic, then add tho lemon or orange, and 
nnally just 


enough water to make a thick mush. 


Slugs nnd cutworms do not appear during the day, but come out 


at night and cat tho.young lettuce and cabbage plants. Slugs, which 
arc a sort of slimy worm, aro also loud of ripe tomatoes, stiawheirles, 
and certain other fitilts 
Both slugs and cutworms blrto undor sticks 


of wood and otbor small covering places dm Ing the day. Their teed- 
Ing Is done at night. 


The poison bait in small quantities should bo placed Mound lictls 


which are attacked by these pests, nnd .ilso placed lu lltfJo quantities 
under sticks and other places whore the wo-ma may hide. 


In addition to poison bait and poison sprays you may 'need to use 


dry powdered poison to combat various gaulon Insects 
Pulverized 


sulphur Is dusted on plants full strength to kill mildew. Pyrctlirum 
Is an Insect powder often dusted on plants. One ounco ot pyre-thrum 
dissolved In two gallons ot water Is a'gootl spray tor vegetables like 
cabbage and cauliflower because It IB not poisonous to people.
